A DRIVER killed in a crash 
near Kidderminster has 
been named as Natasha 
Kew. 

The 21-year-old of Wordsley 
was declared dead at the 
scene of the smash on the 
A449 in Cookley last 
Tuesday. 

Police say Miss Kew, of 
High Street, had been in the 
Black Country for about 18 
months having previously 
lived in the Thames Valley 
area. 

Tony Khan, who runs the 
Wordsley News and Booze 
shop near to Miss Kew’s 
home, said: “She was a very 
friendly girl and she used to 
come in here quite a lot.” 

Miss Kew died after the 
Renault Clio she was driving 
lost control and overturned 
at 5.45am. The car then col¬ 
lided with a Peugeot van 
travelling in the opposite 
direction. 

An inquest is due to be 
opened by the Worcester¬ 
shire Coroner Geraint 
Williams. 

The driver of the van was 
not injured in the accident 
which closed the road until 
late afternoon. 

West Mercia Police are 
continuing to investigate 
the cause of the collision. 

They have renewed an 
appeal for witnesses to 
contact the force operational 
support team on the non¬ 
emergency number 101.

The thieves took irreplaceable items with huge sen¬ 
timental value when they raided Jennifer Rimell’s 
home, including jewellery belonging to her husband 
Ian, and the couple’s wedding rings. 


Battered 
old bridge 
gets CCTV 
protection 

AN historic bridge over the 
Staffordshire and Worces¬ 
tershire Canal, which has 
taken a battering from hit 
and run drivers, is now 
under special protection - 
from a spy camera. 

The 240-year-old bridge 
over the canal at Caunsall, 
near Cookley, just outside 
Kidderminster, is having 
£30,000 worth of repairs 
after being hit by vehicles six 
times in the last 18 months. 

Now the bridge, just off 
the A449 Wolverhampton to 
Kidderminster Road, has 
become the first of its kind in 
the country to get CCTV 
protection. 

Nigel Crowe, head of her¬ 
itage for the Canal and River 
Trust, which cares for 2,800 
historic bridges, said: 
“Hump-back bridges were 
built for horse-drawn carts, 
not today’s speeding 
motorists, who cause up to 
£1 million damage to bridges 
each year.” 

Since most incidents were 
“hit and run”, the trust had 
to pay for repairs, he said. 


Mr Rimell was working with 
the UK-based charity Mines 
Advisory Group when he 
was shot dead in 2003.. 

On September 17, Mrs 
Rimell returned to her home 
in Spennells, to find it had 
been broken into. 

Among the stolen items 
were the couple’s 22ct gold 
wedding rings, and other 
pieces of Arabic gold which 
Mr Rimell had bought for his 
wife and family. 

Mrs Rimell, 59, a mother 
of three grown-up children, 
said: “I arrived home and 
noticed things were out of 
place but it was only when I 
went into my bedroom and 
saw everything strewn 
across my bed that I realised 
I had been burgled. 

Priceless 

“I broke down in tears. 

“Since then I have been 
finding it hard to sleep. 

“All the items had 
belonged to Ian or his family, 
or were bought by him for 
me, and are priceless to me.” 

Mr Rimell, who received 
the British Empire Medal 
for his work in the Middle 
East, was attacked while on 
a humanitarian mission in 
northern Iraq. 


Mrs Rimell, who had been 
married to her husband for 
28 years, said: “I want these

Former MP Taylor to set 
up new political party 


A RETIRED doctor who 
served two terms as an MP 
for Wyre Forest after cam¬ 
paigning against the closure 
of Kidderminster Hospital’s 
A&E department is set to 
launch a new political party. 

Dr Richard Taylor, aged 77, will be 
co-leader of National Health Action, 
which will contest seats at the next 
general election. 

The party aims to tackle the Govern¬ 
ment’s controversial health reforms. It 
is hoping to put up at least 50 candi¬ 
dates at the next election and is appeal¬ 
ing to medical professionals to join. 

The other co-leader is Middlesbor- 
ough-based consultant oncologist Dr 
Clive Peedell. 

Dr Taylor revealed the party would 
be officially launched within days. 

His new move comes as campaigners 
battle against cost-cutting plans that 
could see Kidderminster Hospital 
close. 

Defeated 

Six models of care have been drawn 
up by health chiefs, including two 
which could lead to Kidderminster 
Hospital being closed or downgraded. 

Dr Taylor set up the Independent 
Health Concern party in the late 1990s 
when the casualty department of Kid¬ 
derminster Hospital was under threat. 

He was defeated in the 2010 general 
election by Tory Mark Garnier. 

Dr Taylor said: “We are ready to 
launch the party now and we expect it 
to happen in the next fortnight. Every¬ 
thing is going as planned and I am very 
positive about what we can achieve.” 

A former consultant physician, Dr 
Taylor became one of the few inde¬ 
pendent candidates in modern times to 
defend successfully his seat in parlia¬ 
ment. After he was defeated in 2010 he

Baby Summer is comfort 
for family after tragedy 


Baby Summer - she’s gorgeous, says her grandfather Tom Edwards, Summer’s father, who died in a crash 


A LITTLE girl called Summer 
has brought a ray of sunshine 
to her heartbroken family 
who are mourning the death 
of her father. 

Tom Edwards, aged 23, of Stourport, 
was looking forward to the birth of 
Summer - his second child - when his 
motorcycle crashed with a Land Rover 
Discovery on May 11. 

He never saw the baby, born to his 
girlfriend, 21-year-old Danielle O’Con¬ 
nor, of Croydon, on August 6. 

Tom’s father, Matthew, of Lome 


Street, Stourport, said: “Summer is 
stunning. 

“Nothing can be done to bring my 
son back. But we still have his four- 
year-old son, Charlie, and now we’ve 
met Summer and she’s gorgeous. She 
is bringing us some solace after this 
tragedy.” 

Memory 

Mr Edwards, aged 50, another son, 
Jamie, aged 21, Tom’s cousin John 
Edwards, also 21, and friend Darren 
Hudson, 30, have set off on a 158-mile 
bicycle ride in his memory. 

They aim to ride from Hartlebury to 


Saundersfoot in Wales to raise money 
for a trust fund for Tom’s son, Charlie, 
and Summer. Mr Edwards also wanted 
to make it clear that the family attrib¬ 
uted no blame to the driver of the Dis¬ 
covery involved in the crash, at Dunley, 
near Stourport. 

“We’re just grateful he was there to 
hold Tom’s hand,” said Tom’s step 
mother, Lisa Edwards. 

Tom was working for S Fox, a slab¬ 
bing company, at Great Witley, near 
Stourport. 

At an inquest last week, Worcester¬ 
shire Coroner Geraint Williams 
recorded a verdict of accidental death.

The Habberley Learning Campus, 
Habberley Road, will create a shared 
learning environment for three Kid¬ 
derminster schools - Baxter College, St 
Johns Primary, and the Wyre Forest 
Special School. 

The project includes a special school 
for 220 pupils, a new science block, an

WHERE does the name 
Wolverhampton come 
from and why could St 
Peter’s Church have 
become a Cistercian 
Abbey? 

Why does King Edward III look 
down on the congregation and who 
paid for the building of a grander 
church? 

If you have an interest in the 
above questions, and would like to 
make a small donation towards the 
upkeep of our city’s most important 
architectural and historical 
feature, take a look at the two 
recently produced booklets on sale. 

Lady Wulfrun’s Hampton and 
Wool Town Church give the 
answers and the story of how the 
Anglo-Saxon settlement of 
Heantun emerged from the Dark 
Ages with its Minster Church of St 
Mary 

Royalty in the form of Lady 
Wulfrun refounded the Minster 
with lands at Bilston, Willenhall, 
Wednesfield, Pelsall, Featherstone

and other outlying small settle¬ 
ments, and several priests, known 
as a “college”, to look after their 
spiritual well-being. 

The first dean in charge of this 
collegiate establishment, Sansome, 
was among those who were close to 
King William, and was responsible 
for his Domesday Survey of the 
country. He became Bishop of 
Worcester, and annexed Wulfrene- 
hamtun or Wlurenehamptona - the 
first forms of the full name of the 
town - to the Priory of Worcester. 

King John, the Pope and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury agreed 
to replace the priests with a com¬ 
munity of Cistercian monks and to 
build a new abbey about the year 
1200, and the oldest parts of the 
existing church were the begin¬ 
nings of this new building. 

However, when the archbishop 
died the idea was abandoned and a 
new dean installed. 

During the 13th and 14th cen¬ 


turies the dean in effect ran the 
town, with charters for a market, 
fair, borough, court and wool fair. 

The town became wealthy 
through the wool and cloth trade, 
with sheep brought in to be penned 
in the folds and sold in the sheep 
market, sorting, scouring and spin¬ 
ning the wool and making cloth, 
and the wealthy merchants paid for 
St Peter’s to be enlarged in the 
grand style we see today. 

The church was a Royal Free 
Chapel, answerable to the Crown, 
not the Bishops, and Edward III 
was one monarch who was respon¬ 
sible for Charters to the Dean and 
indirectly for much of the rebuild¬ 
ing in the 14th century, hence his 
crowned head carved in the 
stonework above the nave arches. 

Sunday and weekday services are 
held in St Peter’s, and the church is 
open from 10am to 4pm Monday to 
Friday, and 10am to 1pm on Satur¬ 
days. The Visitor Centre is well 
worth seeing to understand more of 
the story of Wolverhampton and its 
parish church.

No rainy day blues for in-the-pink run

THOUSANDS of fundraisers 
braved the rain and biting 
cold to run the Race for Life 
at Himley Park, after the 
event was cancelled in July. 

Torrential downpours left the park 
too waterlogged to hold the event, but 
come rain or shine, fundraisers were 
determined the race would go on 
Sunday.

Mrs Mateo-Salt, a mother-of-two 
from Great Barr, ran with her mother- 
in-law Valerie Salt who is herself a 
breast cancer survivor aged 67, and 


Valerie’s daughter Nicola Farrington, 
a recruitment consultant from Hale¬ 
sowen. They raised £260. 

Jan Wallis, of Haden Walk, Black- 
heath, who works as a sewing machin¬ 
ist on three-piece suites, did not let the 
weather dampen her spirits. 

She was taking part for the fourth 
year in memory of her grandmother 
Bessie, who passed away in 2005. The 
mother-of-two said: “It’s such a good 
cause, hundreds of people turned out 
which is brilliant. It’s a good laugh.” 

Mrs Wallis completed the course 
with Rowley Regis friends Paula 
Round and Samantha Jones, aged 19, 
who was walking in memory of her 
grandmother Sally. 

Event manager Tracey Duffy said 
she was delighted with the turnout.

College bucks trend to 
record best-ever results 


FOR the fifth year running, 
students, staff and parents at 
Baxter College in Kiddermin¬ 
ster are celebrating the 
school’s best ever examina¬ 
tion results.

An intelligent new entry 
in the espionage genre 


M elissa George has certainly 
come a long way from the 
picturesque sand dunes of 
Summer Bay and Alf Stewart’s 
kindly lectures. 

The Amityville Horror, Derailed 
and a decent stint in the always- 
loved Friends provided starring 
roles for her; but when can the 
actress finally breathe a sigh of 
relief and be in no doubt that she’s 
really hit the big time? When her 
talents secure her the lead role in a 
gritty BBC espionage drama like 
Hunted (Thursday, BBC1,9pm), 
that’s when - and so we’re about to 
see a whole lot more of this 
brilliantly talented actress. 

Here, she crops up as Sam 
Hunter, an operative for the elite 
private intelligence and security firm 
Byzantium. She’s had something of 
a hard life; while assigned to a 
mission in Tangier, someone tried to 
kill her, and not knowing where to 
turn, she retreated to a remote 
location to retrain.

The premise alone gives a firm 
nod in the direction of fellow BBC 
spy drama, Spooks, so for those of 
you who have been needing a fix 
since that came off air some time 
ago, fill your boots. 

George recently spoke to 
Cinemax about her latest portrayal, 
admitting: “You don’t want to cross 
Sam. She is still the firm’s best 
operative, but since the attempt on 
her life, any trust she had for the 
firm and her co-workers is gone. 
That is why she is so determined 
to go back to work and face her 


team - she really believes that one 
of them is behind it. She is a very 
complicated person and not easy 
to get to know.” 

But it would seem that in her new 
mission, as she integrates with the 
family she’s been assigned to, it will 
be hard not to become emotionally 
embroiled in their story.

• Tyre pressures are crucial not only for safety 


but also for rolling resistance, which is how much 
friction there is between the tyre and the road. 
Keep your tyres at their optimum pressure and 
you minimise rolling resistance while maximis¬ 
ing grip. 

• Air conditioning is a wonderful thing in 
summer but it does use extra fuel. Switch it off 
when it’s not required. 

• Clutter in the boot adds weight to your car 
and a heavier car requires more fuel to make it 
move, so remove everything you don’t need. 

• Having your windows open creates extra 
wind resistance which saps fuel.

Midway through the half 
the visitors’ full-back kicked
